These men could 
not obtain land under the veterans’ 
land act because they were con- 
sidered too old and a poor risk 
He believed something should be 
done for these men and those who 


| still did not have clear titles to 


their farms. 

Mr. Fair spoke on his resolution 
which said that veterans who 
settled on land under the settle- 
ment scheme, as well as their 
wives and families, have in many 
instances suffered severe hard- 
ships because of purchase of 
land, livestock and equipment at 
inflationary prices, and low prices 
received for farm _ products 
brought about by a lack of ade- 
quate policy for agriculture. 

Because of these facts the veter- 
ans had fallen in arrears in their 
payments and the interest on the 
money borrowed from the govern- 
ment immediately jumped from five 
to seven per cent 

Up to March 31, 1944, cancella- 
tions and administration costs under 
the Settlement Act totalled $88,208,- 
527. Collections in capital and in- 
terest totalled only $75,888,553 


$60,000,000 OWED 

The amount still owed by the 
veterans was about $60,000,000, but 
at the rate of cancellations and ad- 
ministrative costs the government 
would be saving money by grant- 
ing the clear titles and winding up 
the affairs of the Soldier Settlement 
Board 

Because of the treatment receiv- 
ed from the government only about 
25 per cent. of the soldier settlers 
still were on the land, 

Mr. Fair said Veterans’ Minister 
Mackenzie had told a delegation 
a year ago that if the clear titles 
were granted to old veterans, new 
veterans purchasing land under 
the Veterans’ Land Act would not 
live up to the contracts and even- 
tually would want clear titles 
also, 

Finance Minister Isley had told 
the delegation that payments were 
coming in freely and that he be 
lieved in the sanctity of contracts 

Mr. Fair said that repayments 
had been better during war year 
begause of increased prices for 

farm products. As to the sanctity 
of contracts, the veterans were not 
in a position when they bought the 
land to foresee the deflation period 
that was to follow 


LITTLE OBJECTION 


Percy Wright (CCF. Melfort)
